Business Outlook Continues to Improve 


(From Loa Augeles Financial News ) 


Frederick Farnsworth, secretary of tile American 
Bankers’ Association, at the recent Convention of 


Investment Bankers in Philadelphia, in a short talk, 
gave a brief summary of the causes from which 
business lias been suffering and read Hie comment 
of Daniel Webster on somewhat similar conditions 
eighty years ago. 
Mr. Farnsworth said, in part: 
"In May and June I took a trip through the western 
states, visiting sonic seventeen conventions, part 
of them in Missouri, and from Missouri to Kansas 
and through Hie western states which I visited I 
found that there was a splendid feeling. The business 
men and hankers were feeling good on account of 
the prospect of large crops, and that section of tile 
country was not affected as we have been in the 
East. 
“it scorned to me perhaps that the bankers whom 
I talked to ought to have some slight idea as to tho 
conditions which prevailed throughout the East, so 
that I alluded briefly to the conditions through the 
East—industrial conditions particularly—and made 
til is statement: that throughout the East business 
interests were suffering from three causes: one, not 
being properly adjusted to tho tariff—the new tariff 
law; two, tho conditions of the railroads of the coun­ 
try, through their not receiving sufficient income 
to keep up necessary ImprovfithtSttta and pay divi­ 
dends, and, third, Hic continual arid coni (litmus at­ 


tacks on corporations and trusts and the fact that 
these puestions were not settled. 
“I think you w ill agree with me in this statem ent 
that that has been one of the principal troubles. 
Of course, now we have a war and it is problematical 
just exactly what shape it will leave the country 
in or bring the country into, but all of our troubles 
in the past -th e past several 
months—are 
now 
charged up to the war.” 
The comment of Daniel Webster in the Senate 
In 1833, which Mr. F arnsw orth presented as perti­ 
nent to this particular question, was as follows: 
“There are persons who constantly clamor. 
They 
complain of oppression, speculation and pernicious 
influence o*»accumulated wealth. They cry out loudly 
against a1 banks and corporations and all moans 
by which small capitalists become united in order 
to produce important and beneficial results. 
They 
carry on mad hostility ag ainst all established insti­ 
tutions. 
They would choke the fountain of industry 
and dry all streams. 
In a country of unbounded 
liberty, they clamor against oppression. In a country 
of perfect equality, they would move heaven and 
earth against privilege and monopoly. 
In a coun­ 
try where property is m ore evenly divided than any­ 
where else, they rent the a ir shouting about agrarian 
doctrine*. 
In a country whore wages of labor aru 
high beyond parallel, they would teach the laborer 
thai he is but fib oppressed slave,”

(From Los Angeles Financial News ) 


Great Is Tom Reed Mine 
One of the great gold properties in the United 
States is the Tom Reed mine at Oatinan, Arizona, 
which is largely owned by; Pasadena people. Speak­ 
ing about this famous property the Kingman Miner 
has this to say:

Fruit Growers in Northwest 
F ruit growers iii the four northw estern states up 
to December I this season have received in cash 
from the North Pacific Fruit D istributors $1,122,111, 
according to ail official bulletin, issued by the head 
office in Spokane. 
This is money received on fruit 
sales and disbursed to the subcentrals. 
Money is 
being sent out daily to the districts. 
Regarding 
the business of the season, the official announcem ent 
says: “The am ount disbursed is for approximately 
two-fifths of the crop that will be handled this year 
by the North Pacific Fruit D istributors but it in­ 
cludes peaches, soft fruits and the cheaper and ear­ 
lier varities of apples, necessarily comprising our 
least valuable tonnage. 
Substantially three-fourths 
of the crop is yet to be collected for, having either 
been sold or yet to be sold. The remainder, in turn, 
comprises the most valuable tonnage, including the 
later varieties of apples now being sold for higher 
prices and on a rising market. 
Last season’s total 
disbursem ent was $3,069,953.” 


Insurance Premiums in California 
Insurance companies doing business in California 
last year numbered 327, beside 55 fraternal insurance 
companies, according to the report of Insurance 
Commissioner J. E. Phelps. The premiums amounted 
to $47,583,913.55 and the losses to $20,042,595.92. The 
55 fraternal insurance companies have a joint mem- 
219.95. 
The am ount of life insurance written by 48 
companies during 1913 
amounted to $97,868,666, on 
which the premiums received were $18,454,772.20. The 
losses amounted to only $6,944,. 09.28. 
The straight 
lire insurance w ritten in 1913' amounted to $1,128,- 
543,117, on which 
the 
losses 
w'ere 
$1,532,289.77. 
Automobile Insurance brought in premiums of $1.- 
010,081.07 during 1913, on which losses of $388,508.58 
were paid. 


Cotton Loan Fund 
R epresentatives of comm ittees handling the $135,- 
000,000 cotton loan fund have approved Ute plan and 
have begun a c tiv e -work of putting the fund into 
the hands of the cotton growers. 
It is estim ated 
th at between. 4,000,000 and 5,000,000 hales of cotton 
m ust be carried over until next year. 
It was esti­ 
m ated that about $150,000,000 would lo- needed to 
take care of this cotton, and the general opinion is 
that unless there is a natural expansion of credit 
throughout the South a large part of the loan fund 
would be used. 


Siegel to Resume Business 
According to a statem ent from Henry Siegel, made 
public in New York this week, lie declares that he 
will be back in business by January first if not by 
December 29, the first anniversary of the failure of 
his several enterprises with liabilities of $7,500,000. 
W here he will go into business or what capacity 
has not yet been decided, 
lie hopes to be left alone 
by civil and crim inal courts and devote his energies 
tow ard paying back part of the indebtedness against 


h i m . 


Prohibition Battle to Be Waged 
A com m ittee of the executive committee of the 
California Dry Federation lias decided to call a con­ 
vention to m eet in Fresno May 25, 1915, to fram e 
another cold w ater am endm ent for incorporation in 
the constitution of California. Seven states will vote 
on the liquor question next year. 


Electrical Company Bankrupt 
The Machinery and Electrical Company of Los 
Angeles has filed a petition in bankruptcy in the 
United States D istrict Court listing liabilities of $129,- 
607.72 of which $111,000.61 are unsecured. The assets 
are given at $126,295.29 which includes $93,649.52 due 
on open accounts. 


Payment of War Taxes 
M embers of the Boston Stock Exchange have de­ 
cided that the war tax will be passed along to the 
ultimate consum er and that any broker who fails 
to pass the tax along will be considered guilty of 
violating the constitution of the exchange. 


No Tax on Marriage Licenses 
Internal Revenue officials have ruled that marriage 
licenses are not taxable but certificates of marriage 
issued bv clergymen are, however, and so are copies 
of all records. Including marriage licenses. 


Bond Market Active 
“The increased activity noted in the bond m arket 
during the last two weeks continues and bond deal­ 
ers express them selves as satisfied with the pres­ 
ent state of affairs in comparison w ith the condi­ 
tions which prevailed during the sum m er.” This is 
the view of I’. B. Hammond of Hammond, Steven­ 
son & Co., expressed in a talk with the Financial 
News. 
Continuing Mr. Hammond said: 
“That the present activity will continue to increase 
is the opinion of many dealers. This opinion is based 
on the fact th at during the coming month a good 
deal of financing incident to the year-end paym ents 
w ill have to be put through, and the public will have 
a good deal of ready money to reinvest after the 
semi-annual disbursem ents have been made.

“if Hie m arket for long-term bonds improves, it 
is thought that these short term notes will be lifted 
in th at way, but until th at tim e dealers do not ex 
peel many new issues of long-time 
bonds 
to

brought out. 
“There is also an Increase In the demand for 
bonds of small denominations, which indicates tile 
small investor is coming back into the m arket ”
